It is natural for a man to celebrate

An important distinction, however,

only church, still outwardly embraces 
and numbers with its

soaie who, after all, are not true be- 
lievers, and not true Christians. The

reality, consists of those only who are 
so united to Christ as it) be finally 
saved, of those people who are truly 
oft the way to heaven, and come at 
last to the heavenly rest. The church 
in Smyrna, in apostolic times, was a 


) true church: but it had in it persons 


i who in reality belonged to the syna- 


j gogue of Satan. The same is true of 


j the church in Pergamos. in Thyatira, 


in. Sardis. aad in other places. 
And it 


is the church according to its inward- 
ness, including only the subjects of 
grace, that is here in the Apostle's 
mind, the community ot" the regener- 
ate and sanctified. TK-.rt of which is in 
heaven, part o£ which is on the way, 
and part ot which is yet to come. 


Our at-st point, is Christ's affection 


for the Church. 


The test says, "Christ loved the 


Church." Sometimes when we speak 
of the church and of tie necessity of 
devotion to it. some arc disposed to 
think we make too much of it. But 
they greatly mistake. Here is an ex- 
ample which should put all such no- 
tions and feelings to shame. What 
enlisted rliO interest and love of the 
great and glorious Christ, certainly is 
deserving of our earnest regard and 
sympathy. And that love of Christ 
for the church is one oi the 
most 


wonderful exhibits that we know ol in 
all the history of the universe. 


'.We sometimes fail to take in the 


fullness ol uiv:ii;J trull;, by not realiz- 
ing that, with God, there is 310 past, 
and no future. With. Him all is one 
sublime and eternal present. In His 
counsels and for knowledge therefore, 
the church always was; aad the Son 
of God. who was in the beginning with 
God, 
and was Goii, always loved it, 


loved it with a love that dates back 
through ail eternity. That love for it 
was influential already in the work 
ot creation; for it is of sacred record 
that the names of its members were 
"written in the Book of life from the 
foundation of the world." The world 
itself was framed with a view to them. 
From that love, promise was given to 
the sorrowing transgressors, in Eden 
of a coming seed of the woman who 
should bruise 
the 
serpent's 
head 


From that love also the Ark was pre- 
pared, and its fortunes guarded, to 
carry Noah and. his house • across the 
waves and perils of the shoreless sea 
From that love Abraham was called 
from the haunts of idolatry, 
sad a 


child of promise pi-edged in whom all 
nations should 
be 
blessed, from 


that same love many illustrious per- 
sonages, a holy prophets, successive 
ages, were raised up, and 
wonder- 


fully favnred in -their varied adminis- 
trations. Yea, out of that love, laws 
from the sk!e« were published, were 
repealed: on earth, Kings, kingdoms 
rose; kings, kingdoms 
fell; 
famed 


sagos lighted up the pagan world; 
prophets from Zion darted 
a keen 


glance through distant age: saints 
travelled; martyrs Wed; by wonders, 
sacred nature stood 
controlled; 
the 


living were translated; 
dead 
were 


raised; angels, and more- than angels, 
came from heaven; and O. for this, de- 
scended lower still, for one brief mom- 
ent Lucifer adored. 


But this does not yet measure the 


length, and breadth, and depth and 
height, of the love of Christ for the 
church. Mighty donations 
of 
toil, 


. and treasure atid sacrifice, have 


been made for it, but nothing to com- 
pare with -vrtwit Christ has given. The 
apositHc word Is, that "He save hlmr 
self for It," Being In thc-ferm ol God, 


and having eternal right to equality 
with God. He laid aside His divine 
estate, took the form of a servant, 
and was made in the likeness of sinful 
flesh. He made His appearance on 
earth a poor atid helpless infant, born 
of a woman, lx>rn ia a cattle cave, 
wrapped in swaddJing clothes, with a 
manger for His cradle. To escape 
assassination. He was exiled in His 
early childhood, then subjected to a 
life of humble poverty, aad for all His 
days on earth, "a man of sorrows and 
acquainted, with, grief." 
Front the 


position of a common carpenter, Ife 
iHJcaiiie a homeless teacher, a frieud 
of publicans and sinners, persecuted 
ami hated by men in power, reviled for 
His goodness, and finally arrested and 
sacrificed with malefactors, and all 
with raeel? submisison on His part out 
of love for the 
church. And that 


stort of Gethseniani, of the 
wrongs 


and derision heaped upon Him; where 
justice should have reigned, of the 
shame, reviling, and death agony on 
cavalry, tells what He willingly ac- 
cepted and endured out of his affec- 
tion for the church. \vab ever love 
lite this? Such 
affection and 
self 


sacrifice transcends all measurement. 
But to this Christ gave himself. 


Our next point respects the purpose

Him for our example, let us makfe sure, 
like Him. to love and do, and sacri- 
fice for the church here on earth, that 
we may not i'ai! to share the sldry that 
awaits it in the great consuraation.

To A»c«*thl» the Attitude of Slunn- 


"T» feel the pulse of tbe manufactur- 


ers of America on the subject of reci- 
procity rather than to institute any 
propaganda la its behalf," suid a north- 
ern manufacturer in close touch with 
tie reciprocity movement to the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Ne?r i'ork 
Evening Post, "is the object of the na- 
tional conference oti reciprocity 
for 


which arrangements are now making. 
I see constderable_miscoiieei)uon of the 
movement its' the public prints, anfl 
therefore it is well to emphasize this 
poSat. Many editors are assuming that 
the forthcoming conference is to S£t''ln 
motion a reciprocity oampuSgn which 
will make itself felt in congress just 
as the sound money conferences at In- 
UiauapoUs aad elsewhere made ttietu- 
wives felt in actual legislation. Per- 
haps it ru"y turn out. that way, but 
this1 is something yet to be .determined. 


"Tho National Association of Manu- 


facturers, it will be recalled, had a. con- 
vention in Detroit a £e\v months ago. 
It ivai« then decided to cail a convention 
for the thorough discussion of reciproci- 
ty. It was to be composed not of mem- 
bers of the association alone, bsit of ail 
American manufacturers, ia order that 
the fullest possible expression might be 
obtained. Tbe executive committee in- 
trtisU'd Tvitli the plans for sneh a meet- 
ing met at Philadelphia, some \voeks 
axro. The theory thon prevailed tliat 
some time iu the spring \voxild ?>c enrly 
eaouicb for the conference, but *u much 
has happened since then, bringing reci- 
procity to the front as a national issue 
of firs i rate importance—the president's 
speech at Buffalo, his assassination .tTtu 
tbe succession of Roosevelt—that it lias 
been decided to hold the conference as 
early us the awausements can lie prop- 
erly luade.
